After deliberating for one hour and 
fifteen minutes the jury in the case of 
Calvin Elam's administrator against 
the Paris (Jas and Electric Cn. and the 
Bourbon Hontve Telephone Co.. return- 
ed a verdict for the palintiff in the 
turn of S6.000 against the former and 
$4,000 against the latter company. 

The c^se was a damage suit institut- 
ed by Hilam's adrainutrator growing 
out of the death of Elam which occur- 
red last April while he was in the em- 
ploy of the Bourbon Home Telephone 
Co., in the capacity of line^Tian and 
while ascending a pole on Walker's 
avenue came in contact with a live 
electric wire, the current knocking 
him from the pole and in the fall his 
neck was broken death resulting 
instantly. 

The trial of the case was entered in- 
to Taeadaf morning and baa consnmed 
the entire time in Circuit Goatt since 
that day. The evidenca naa eooeluded 
yesterdaf ■kHninff when argaraenta 
were made and the ciie aiVM to the 
jury at four o'eloek yaateiday after- 
noon. Jodse Dania Oundoa and Hon. 
C. M. Thomaa represented the defend- 
ants and Talbott & Whitley the plain- 
tiffs. 

The grand jury made its final repurt 
Wednesday afternoon and was dis- 
charged from further service. The re- 
port was signed by Clarence Kenney 
as foreman, its principal features be- 
ing certain strictures upon and recom- 
mendations relating to the Fiscal 
Court, on which iBbdaet it eiNitained 
the following : 

"Much complaint from citizens and 
taxpayers of the county has Lean made 
to us because of failure for several 
years past on the part of the Fiscal 
Court of the county to comply with 
the reiiuirements of the law with le- 
ference to publication in a newspaper 
uf a statement annually, sho\King the 
financial condition of out county. 
Members of the Fiscal Court have 
been before U4 and explained that 
such publication was not made becauae 
it seenrei to them that the $137 to$lC 
fot such service asked by the news- 
papers was unreasonable. This grand 
jury thinlcs that such report should be 
publisbe jj amioally as the law reqair«, 
ani many of our iiest citizens bate 
appeared before ns and are insisting 
upon our f iscal Court doing their doty 
io the matter. Our people want thia 
report pabliahed annually so that they 
can sit in their own respeetiva homes 
and know how much ot the taxes paid 
by them has been expended and to 
whom the money was paid. Another 
grand jury should bear this matter in 
mind and unless the Fiscal Court has, 
between now and the convening of 
another term of this court, published 
such a financial statement for ihQffie- 
ceding year, each member of the Yis- 
cal Court failing or refusing to cause 
same to be published should be indict- 
ed and compelled to pay the penalty 
prescribed by law. 

"There is general complaint from 
all sections of the county with refer- 
ence to the condition of our country 
roads. The county authorities say that 
the revenue collected for the purpose 
of keeping up the reads has been ex- 
pended for that purpose, and the best 
that could be dune with the means at 
hand has been done. Citizens have 
complained that the pikes need to be 
ditched and the culverts cleaned out 
and by the lack of such work being 
timely done and in a proper naaqar. 
some of the roads are washiB# and are 
being greatly damaged. 

"We feel that the county is not get- 
ting full value received for the amount 
of money collected for the upkeep of 
our roads, and oar Fiaeal Coart ahoisld 
commence now and won eurefolly 
apply themseWes to seeioff that eiMh 
dollar paid oat on that aeeonnt brings 
in a dollar'i worth of road.*"

fratcat Gavel to Keatacky 

Society. 

An incident occurred at the eighth 
annual banquet of the Kentucky So- 
ciety of New York City, held at the 
Hotel Plaza recently, that should inter- 
est every Kentuckian. On that even- 
ing, Mr. Frederick A. Wallis, a for- 
mer secre^ry of the Kentuckians, 
presented to the society a gavel made 
out of a piece of wood from a tree 
planted by Henry Clay himself at his 
historic home, '"Ashland," at Lexing- 
ton, and fashioned into a gavel by the 
Kentucky boys at the State University. 
The idea of the gavel ori|^nated with 
Mrs. Wallis, who, seeing the necessity 
of such an implement at the meetings 
and public functions of the society, 
decided to procure a piece of wood from 
one of the trees at "Ashland." Last 
summer while in Kentucky. Mr. and 
Mrs. Wallis called at the home of the 
lateT. H. Clay, at Lexington, and 
referred to the proposed gavel, when 
his daughter, a great-grand-daughter 
of Henry Clay, offered them a piece of 
wood from a t^ee planted by Mr. Clay, 
which had been destroyed by a severe 
sleet storm that passed ov^er Kentucky 
several years ago. Mr. and Mrj;. 
Wallis were highly elated over their 
success in procuring the wood and took 
it to the State University, where the 
suggestion of the gavel was made to 
Judge Barker, the president, and Prof. 
Paul Anderson, head of the mechanical 
and engineering departments. They 
were enthusiastic over the idea and 
esteemed it an honor to permit the stu- 
dents to fashion the wood into a gavel 
provided they were granted the privi- 
lege of saving a small piece of the wood 
to be placed in the University's cabi- 
net of Kentucky relics. The gavel is 
a handsome piece of work, being of 
hard, dry ash. On the knob is mounted 
a State seal of Kentuckv in silver 
'•United We Stand, Divided We Fall.'' 
Mr. Wallis presented the gavel to the 
Kentucky Society, with the diatinct 
understanding that should the associa- 
tion ever become disorganized or dis- 
banded, the gavel is to be given to the 
the Kentucky Historical Society at 
Frankfort. 

Mrs. Wallis was formerly Miss 
Xannine Clay, daughter of Mr. andJMrs. 
Thos. Henry Clay, Sr., of Paris. Mr. 
and Mrs. Wallis own a handsome coun- 
try place near this city and arelk^uent 
visitors in Paris.

Bell Completes Work Here. 

Mr. L. P. Bell, rep-esenting the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, v>ho 
retaroed to this city last week follow- 
ioK the conference between the com- 
mittee composed of Mayor J. T. Hin- 
ton. of this city. John T. Collins and 
H. S. Caywood, of North Middletown, 
with Mr. J. H. Fayton, assstant to 
Preisdent Milton Smith, to complete 
his work of securing options on land 
lying on the right-of-way of the pro- 
posed railroad between Paris and 
Hedges Station io Clark coanty, will 
]l&ve today for LMivkills to make his 
report, having gone over the route and 
put the matter up to the propei'ty own- 
ers, a number of whom have signed 
up for the right-of-way. 

While thera am a number of land 
owners with wbooa bo deals have been 
closed the result of Mr. Bell's efforts 
have been very aatisfactory and having 
met all of the farmen along the route, 
it is considered he has aceonplished 
about all that is possible at present 
and will place the matter before the 
officials of the road in a few days. 

According to Mr. Bell there will be 
only one serious drawback and that is 
the valuation placed upon the property 
by those with whom he failed to close 
deals. This matter he says will be a 
great hindrance, as in his opinion the 
officials will consider it beyond a 
reasonable valuation, and the outlay 
of money in securing the right of way 
would reach a great amount. 

There is but one plan suggested an d 
that is that the citizens of North 
Middletown and Paris go down in their 
pockets and raise the amount necessary 
to secure the right of way for the road 
from this city to North Middletown. 
It is safe to say the railroad company 
would be willing to bear a portion of 
the burden in securing the right of 
way. 

Mr. Bell, who has labored ineeaaant- 
ly since his arrival here last week elos- 
ed a number of options but there are 
still a number open and otbera that 
shoaki the road be boilt, eoort proecaa- 
es will be neeeaary. Oat of a total of 
thirty-aeven pleeea ;of praperty in 
Bourbon coanty through which the 
survey extends he haaaeeored eighteen 
options and has a favorable report to 
make on a number of others for which 
no deals have been made. Mr. Bell 
makes the following report upon the 
land through which the survey passes, 
and the numbets of aciea rcqalred 
rfom eacii I'arrn :

SNAIL'S TRIP ON RAZOH EDGE 

Scientist Makes Interesting Discovery 
Willi* studying Mollusk's M«thdd 
of Locomotion. 

"Whea pbotograptaing the snail," 
writes Professor Ward in the Strand, 

"I was surprised at the fact that even 
the rough cut edge of a sheet of glass 
presented no diflaculties to its loco- 
motion; its even pace was continued 
in spite of the fact that the sharp cor- 
ner appeared to be penetrating its 
bodj-. There, too, we have exhibited 
the animal's delicate sense of touch, 
and, this led me to malie a further ex- 
t>eriment 

"After \ had placed the snail on the 
butt of a razor's blade it slowly moved 
along the back of the blade and thou 
climbed completely over the sharp 
edge, the rasor being in excellent con- 
dition. As the successive waves 
brought the fore part of its foot near 
the edge of the blade its head was 
held low down, and the lower and 
shorter pair of feelers nearly touched 
the blade» as if feeling the way. 

"At the moment when the sharp 
edf^o was reached the small feelers ! 
were fully extended toward it, and i 
just at the very instant when I ex- i 
pected to see them cut off they were j 
both instantly retracted. They were j 
little more than a hair breadth away, 
I :u»d though the lov. er feelers possess 
' no eyes, yet by their sudden move- '; 
: ment I was quite convinced that the i 
\ snail at that instant recognized dan- 1 
I ger. 

! "Still the fcot traveled on, and 
I ^l'>v, i;.- the t nail drugge d its whole 
i weight of exactly one and a half : 
, ounces over the edge, later moving to- j 
I ward the butt and remain in perfectly j 
'■■ unharmed. The species experimented 
■ with was the Roman cr edible kind, 
i w hich accounts for its comparatively 
j large v.t iirlit. it being the largest of 
i British snails."

VlilMont Now P o— e — Farms — Social- 
istic and Revolutionary Agitators 
Vainly Appeal to Thesa Con> 

tented Yeomen. 

St Petersbarg. — Agrarian reform 
begins to bear good fmlt, a corre- 
spondent writes. It was the greatest 
Tvork of Peter A. Stolypin, premier of 
clussia, whom Dmitri Bogroff assassin- 
ated in the czar's very presence at a 
gala performance In tlie Municipal tlie- 
iter at Kiev last September. 

"While quelling a bloody revolution 
Stolypin brought about a peaceful 
one," say those today who were the 
premier's bitterest enemies. 

His great plan of letting the peas- 
ants hold land In perpetuity, which 
Stolypin inaugurated in 1906. has giv- 
en land of their own to 32,000,000 peas- 
ants; they possess 3,000,000 square 
miles in European Russia and 7.500,- 
000 square miles in Siberia. And the 
face of the land has been changed. 
The peasant now lives on his property 
instead of miles away, as under the 
old communal system, when all the 
land was redistributed arerjr tliref 
years. 

Besides, the owner works IntensiTe- 

ly now, for he takes pride in his land. 
Here again Stolypin's far-seeing brain 
came into play. He planned that 
mujik should be a simulator in the 
world's grain trade. Re opened hun- 
dreds of farming schools and hundreds 
more are being founded. Besides. 
Stolypin arranged that money should 
be advanced to the peasant farmer at 
low rate of Interest, 4% per c«it. — 
something unknown here hitherto. 
The Imperial bank builds granaries 
and keeps the peasant informed on 
grain prices by posting official quota- 
tions several times a week in railroad 
stations, inns and markets. Co-opera- 
tive stores hKW9 been opmed in the 
markets; the peasants can buy agri- 
cultural machines on easy terms; 
mechanical experts give instruction 
gratis to farmers v,ho desire it. 

The results are as obvious as benefi- 
cent. A sturdy, hardworking yeoman 
class is slowly but surely growing in 
Russia; this in six years, and the plan 
will not be worked out completely for 
several years morf. The fact is be- 
coming clearer and clearer that agrar- 
ian rsisrai has done more to calm 
Russia than all the reinesslTe dictates 
from the city. Socialistic and revolu- 
tionary agitators have no success 
where the mujik owns his land, be- 
cause it is all he really cares for in 
this life and onoe he baa it he will 
run BO rtriES. 

A tremendous outcry against Stoly- 
pin arose when he set this work on 
foot; all political parties ridiculed and 
abused it. He never could have car- 
ried it out had he not ItSfsafi the 
dowager eoipreas in it.

Washington. — Thousands of lives 
will be saved in the future in the opin- 
ion of the bureau of mines officials by 
means of the pulmoter, an oxygen 

rv.mping apparatus with which the bu- 
reau's workers during the last year 
have restored to life more than thirty 
persons who had ceased breathing. By 
means of the lung filling and empty- 
ing machine used by tlje bureau oxy- 
gen is forced in, the poisonous gases 
drawn out and normal breathing 
started. The machine acts automatic- 
ally, any effort on the part of the In- 
diyidual hindering rather than helping 
it 

In drowning cases, gas poisoning 
and electrocution accidents, there will 
be many revivals, it is b^eved, by 
the prompt use of the oxygen device. 
Hundreds of inquiries have reached 
the bureau of mines from hospitals, 
physicians and municipal authorities, 
asking about the value of the machine. 

An official of the bureau said that 
to his opinion the time was near when 
every police pattol would be eaui^^ 
with one Of the machines.

BRITISH TO ABOLISH BANDS 



Heavy Expense Main Reason That 
Maslsat Part of miliary^ F< 



London.— The Britiah army without 
a brass band — sndl is the doleful 
prophecy of the Pall MaU Gazette. It 
says that a deflnita piavaaal haa been 
brought forward that all the brass 
bands of the army except those of 
the guards regiments, shall be abol- 
ished, and that the sole music provid- 
ed for the future shall be that of the 
drums and flfea and bm^ea, with tiM 
pipers for the Scottish regiments. 

Some years ago fresh regulations 
were made as to the maintenance of 
regimental bands. The coat of them 
fell entirely on the officers. The new 
regulations threw aoaM of tbe expense 
on the public purse. But even now It 
is considered that in a modern, busi- 
ness army the officers should not be 
liable to this kind of expenditure. 

EJvery officer today has to subscribe 
one day'a pay a year to support his 
regimental iand; and that doea not 
cover all his expenses Ih the matter. 
Take the case of the Royal Artillery 
band. The public grant is $4,500 a 
year, and the officers of the regiment 
are called upon to provide a further
